Spending nearly thirty years in 
Japan, plus over three years in the 
Philippine Islands, most of them as 
a Japanese prisoner of war, has 
given Rev, Frank Cary, New Eng- 
land born Congregational mission- 
ary, an unusual background of 
knowledge for his talk on Japan. He 
will speak Wednesday evening, De- 
cember 19, at 6 o’clock at the Men’s 
club in the South Congregational 
church. 


Because of his skill in the use of 
the Japanese language, he carried 
a heavy job as interpreter at Santo 
Tomas. Although he suffered from 
influenza, tropical ulcers and beri- 
beri, he did his share of the heavy 
work, led in religious activities and 
gave blood transfusions as long as 
his strength held out.

$22,964.91, or a year average of 
$3280.70 for hired snow removal. 

The total expenditures for the 
seven years were $102,040.38, for a 
yearly average of $14,577.19. This 
compares with a total for the five- 
year period from 1934 to 1938 in- 
clusive, of $130,412.52, or a yearly 
average of $26,102.50, almost twice 
the yearly average for the last 
seven years. The official records of 
snowfall show that it was practical- 
ly the same each year. 

The Taxpayers’ Association is 
urging all its members to attend 
the meeting promptly at 7:30. 


The finance committee has ap- 
proved the appropriation of $8000 
for snow removal, but approved 
only $28,000 of the $35,000 that the 
Board fo Public Works is asking 
for equipment at the coming 
special town meting next Monday 
evening.
